Dulles declared he and Eisenhow- 
er agree that: 


1. The Geneva spirit is not en- 


tirely dead because the Russians 
now shun the "threats and invec- 
tive" which characterized their 
pre-summit diplomacy. . 


2. The risk of open war with 


Russia is no greater than in July 
when Eisenhower said the summit 
conference had made it "less like* 
ly." 


3. The cold, war is back, but it 


is "peaceful" and devoid of ran- 
kling "hostility and animosity." 


4. The Eisenhower administra- 


tion plans no drastic revision of its 
defense and aid programs because 
it never lowered its guard on the 
basis of Russian promises last 
July. 


Mora Talks "FooUfth" 


5. More talks with Russia would 


be "foolish" as things now stand. 
But if the West keeps hanging; to- 
gether the Soviets eventually will 
come around to making conces- 
sions. 


Dulles wound up his report, 


which Eisenhower helped draft, by 
quoting the President as personal- 
ly pledging "no setback, no obsta- 
cle" will deter the U.S. search for 
real peace. 


"In striving toward" this goal." 


he quoted Eisenhower as telling 
him, "this country will never W- 
mit defeat."

Dulles blamed the Russians for 


failure of the foreign ministers to 
reach agreement on a single one of 
the issues which had been defined 
by Eisenhower and the premiers 
of Russia.

or five" such instances, Kefauver 
added, "I am not complaining 
now, but I just don't think it's 
proper." 


Butler quickly denied the com- 


mittee had dispatched any such 
messages. The committee, he add- 
ed, had been instructed not to take 
sides. 


Stephen A. Mitchell, former na- 


tional chairman, also denied the 
charges, staling he was not "aware 
that'any such thing happened." 


There was no comment from 


Stevenson or Haniman, who told 
reporters he had no announcement 
of candidacy in mind. Before leav- 
ing New York yesterday Harriman 
said "whoever the next Demo- 
cratic candidate will be. he will be 
the next president of the United 
States." 


Harriman Ducks 


Harriman insisted to newsmen 


he is not a candidate, although he 
is expected to be the "favorite 
son" of the big New York delega- 
tion to the convention. 


At Austin, Tex., the office of

It Cost $2,098 
For Maintenance 
Of Flower Beds 
Dixon has received consid- 


erable praise for its colorful 
flower displays but Dixon 
park board members, learned 
Friday night that this praise 
came at a high premium. 


It cost Dixon taxpayers $2,098.74 


just to maintain these flowers be- 
tween April 1 and Nov. 15, 1955, 
according to Atty. John Dixon. 


This is nearly five per cent of 


the total anticipated revenue for 
the present fiscal year ($41,583). 


A park board truck was also 


used SSTii hours for flower main- 
tenance. The cost of the truck was 
not included'in the $2,098.74. 


Warn of Cost 


Dixon warned the members that 


such excessive spending would 
mean curtailment of the board's 
various recreation programs and 
park maintenance next year if 


He also informed the members 


that" next year's budget will be ap- 
proximately $2,000 less than the 
present budget. 


Walter Knack, who is in charge 


of the flowers and city parks, said 
he believed that one man could 
handle the job next year. Seven 
men and boys were employed for 
a total of 1,510}£ hours this year. 


He added that it might "look 


bad" to the men's garden clubs in 
the DLxon area if the current flow- 
er projects weren't continued. 


Knack, an officer in the local 


organization, offered to raise ?!.- 
000 for flower maintenance next 
year.

Tiling a floor area that takes more than its share of 


time to keep presentable can banish one stumbling block to 
easier housekeeping'. Easily mopped-and-waxed floors are 
taken for granted in the kitchen and bathroom. Other areas 
that benefit as much from simple, speedy care include front 
and back entries, laundry rooms, cleaning closets, closed 
porches that double as playrooms and any room where small 
children eat. 


Assuming some help from the 


household handyman in the prep- 
aration of the floor for tiling, you 
can prohably install the tile your- 
self or with minimum help If the 
area is fairly small, doesn't con- 
tain a lot of irregular shapes and 
you obey instructions, the job 
should go smoothly and quickly. 


Stephanie Vaughn, home fashion 


consultant, advises mapping out a 
scale drawing of the new floor on 
•graph paper first, using crayons 
to designate specific colors. If this 
is your first venture into tiling, I'd 
steer clear of too-fancy designs and 
effects. 


They Vary 


Installations vary somewhat ac- 


cording to the type of tile used. 
but general instructions and -ac- 
companying pictures from Miss 
Vaughn give us an idea of what 
to expect. The floor must be 
cleaned of all dust, scale, loose 
paint, grease and so on. All pre- 
vious floor coverings, including 
felt underlining, should be re- 
moved, too. With a notched trowel, 
spread linoleum paste on the floor 
and slowly unroll, felt lining (We

Notched trowel in hand, spread

Nomination Is No Give-Away 


Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, now an avowed candidate 


for the presidency in 1956, is the man to beat in the Demo- 
cratic party, and everybody knows it 
Historically, it i» highly significant that he should oc- 


cupy this dominant position. Not too many defeated candi- 
dates'for the office get that kind of acceptance from their 


William Jennings Bryan was the great exception, win- 


ning the Democratic nomination three times though never 
rhe presidency Thomas E. Dewey had to come from behind 
to S a second nomination ii 1948. Wendell Willkie, 
though enjoying high national prestige after his 1940 lick- 
ing, was undercut by party regulars in 1944. 


' This does not-mean Stevenson is now a walk-in tor tne 


1956 nomination. It is interesting to observe how many, 
party leaders have changed their tune since 1953 and 19D4. 
Then they spoke as if Stevenson could have the nomination 
on a platter.

One learns not to take this preliminary comment too 


seriously^ no matter how, enthusiastic. Certainly it is a 
pretty good index of a man's general status in the party. 
But it is not "delegate talk."

As the time for lining up delegates draws near, the lead- 


ers' points of view change from an easy doling out of ful- 
some praise to practical political trading. Those who think 
they have something to gain by bargaining stop acting as if 
they were" ready to give away their delegates for nothing. 


Recent developments in the South offer illustration. 


Both Stevenson and his friend, Stephen Mitchell, former 
democratic national chairman, labored hard in the south- 
ern vineyards,to rebuild party strength after President Eisen- 
hower's heavy-1952 inroads. They felt thereby they had 
greatly advanced Stevenson's own cause for 1956. 


- Very likely- they have. But they got a surprise when 


S«n. Richard- Russell of Georgia not long ago mentioned 
Ohio's Democratic Gov. Frank Lausche as a good prospect 
for 1956.

\ Though Lausche no doubt would have a considerable 


appeal to southern conservatives, he was not being seriously 
advanced as a nominee. It was Russell's way of reminding 
Stevenson and any other northern candidates that the South 
will not deliver its support for the asking. It,will want to 
know what the party proposes to do—platform-wise and per- 
haps on the vice presidential nomination—to give the South 
recognition commensurate with its strength both in the con- 
vention and at the polls. 
, 


This is the standard political pattern of the months 


leading to the convention. The, days of glib "I'm for Adlai" 
talk are gone. 


Stevenson is, in fact powerfully placed to get the nomi- 


nation again. But he clearly will have to trade for it and 
fight for it. The prize is too big to be given away often by 
politicians who are trained to exact ,their "quid pro quo" in 
return for favors extended. If he doesn't already know them, 
Stevenson is now learning the hard facts of political life.

Lee Count/to Get Lincoln Photograph... Young Girl Saves a Train.. Nation Pays Her Tribute

Lee County soon will receive a copy of a rare photo- 


graph of Abraham Lincoln from Secretary of Stale 
Charles F. Carpentier. Carpentier is giving a copy to 
each county In the state, .and the pictures will be hung 
in the courthouses. The presentation will be made to the 
county board of supervisors the sec- 
ond week in December. 


The photograph is one Lincoln used 


in his campaign for the presidency in 
1S«0. and is considered an excellent 
hkeneii. We're lucky that the picture 
exists, for it almost vanished into 
oblivion. 


Until three years ago the only evi- 


dence of the picture was a cracked 
glass negative in the Smithsonian In- 
stitution in Washington, D. C. The ex- 
perts said it was impossible to obtain a good print be- 
cause of the cracks. 


Then in 1952, King V. Hostick, a Springfield collector 


of historical documents, found a duplicate set of nega- 
tives in material he bought from the estate of George B. 
Ayres in Philadelphia. These plates were in excellent 
condition, and Hostick was able to print excellent pic- 
tures from them.

The photographer who made the pictures was Alex- 


ander Hesler, of Chicago. He had taken a poor picture 
of Lincoln in 1857, and after Lincoln received the Re- 
publican nomination for the presidency in 1860, Hesler 
was asked to try again. It's believed the 1860 picture 
was made in the State Capitol building, now the Sanga- 
mon County courthouse. 


It wa« a practice among photographers of 


those days to remove the chemicals from the 
glass plates after they had made the required 
prints of the picture, but in this case, Hesler 
apparently decided to keep the Lincoln plates 
for some reason. 
The year after the Civil War President was as- 


sassinated, 1866, Hosier's studio passed into the control 
of Ayres. At that time few realized the extent of Lin- 
coln'* greatness, but Ayres decided to keep the nega- 
tives as mementos. He took the negatives East with 
him five years later when he sold the photographic 
studjo. Five weeks later the studio burned. 


Ayres had two sets of the negatives. 
He left them 


to his daughters who gave one set. to a Philadelphia at- 
torney in 1932 in lieu of a fee and to settle a debt of about 
$500. The attorney sent his to St. Louis by mail, and 
while en route they were cracked. That set is the one 
in Washington. 


The other set, as we said, was found by Hostick in

Under the new Chicago and North Western passenger

It begins the return 
trip from Chicago at 5:30 p. m., arriving in Dixon at 
T:U p. m. 


, The "Kat* Shelley" to the only train in the United 
States to fce named In honor of «r railroad hero- 
ine, according to the CtlS'W. For tlioae who won- 
der 'what • teen-age Iowa girl did in 1881 'that 
would cause a railroad company to name a crack 
train for her 74 yean later, here'* the story: 
Kate Shelley was 15 in IMl, and lived with her in- 


valid mother, caring for her and three younger members 
of the family. They lived along the North Western right- 


of-way between Honey Cieek and the Dei Monies River, 
near the boom mining town of Moingona, la. 
Kate's 


• father was dead, and she had become the mainstay of 


the family. 


A violent rainstorm hit the area on July 6, 1881, add- 


ing to the already swollen waters of-Honey Creek. The 
valley was flooded. 
That night lightning streaked the 


sky and'thunder rattled the windows as Kate put the 
younger children to bed, and settled down with her 
mother to wait out the storm. 


It waa almost 11 p. m. when above the noise 


of the »torm they heard the clanging of a bell 
and "a horrible crash and hiMing kteani." Kate 
instantly realized what had happened. Engine 
No. 13 had been out on ita usual storm assignment 
—making a test run to check bridges and scout 
for washouts. The engine was halfway across 
Honey Creek when the bridge colipased and the 
engine dropped into 25 feet of water. 
When she heard the crash, Kate grabbed her father's 


lantern from the wall and raced into the storm. She 
made her way to the tracks and then to the end of the 
wrecked bridge. 


Flashes of lightning revealed two men clinging to 


tree limbs in the middle of the swirling waters. One was 
Engineer Ed Wood. Brakeman Adam Agar was the 
other. 


Kate, powerless to help the stranded men, suddenly 


thought of the Midnight Express due at Moingona from 
the West at 11:27 p. m. Unless it was stopped at Moin- 
gona, the train would carry its passengers eastward 
across the long Des Moines River bridge and then into 
the wrecked bridge. 


The slim girl, soaked to the skin by the rain and bent 


double by the driving winds, started at once for Moin- 
gona. 
The wind threw her off balance; her lantern 


smashed against the rail and went out. In pitch black- 
ness, Kate started across the 671-foot Des Moines River 
bridge. 


Using a rail as a guide, she crawled on hands 


and knee* across the rough ties with splinters and 
spikes tearing her hands, her knees and her 
clothes. 
Each lightning flash showed her the 


deadly, swirling flood* aters churning only a short 
distance below her. 
She was halfway across when she law she must ex- 


perience a new horror. The lightning showed a huge up- 
rooted tree floating swiftly toward her. Bracing herself 
and holding on with all her strength, she waited for the 
tree to strike the battered bridge. The tree hit, shower- 
ing Kate with dirt and branches and shaking the whole 
bridge. But the span held. Slowly the pressure of the 
current forced the tree deeper into the water, and it 
slid beneath the bridge. Kate forced herself on. 


The young girl was exhausted and hysterical when 


she reached the Moingona station and shouted to the 
night operator and a~few others there, "Stop the Ex- 
press ! Honey Creek bridge is out!" 


Within minutes the whole town was awake, 


blasted from slumber by the whistle of a standby 
locomotive. Men assembled a relief train to res- 
cue the crew of the sunken locomotive from Honey 
^ 


Creek. By the time it pulled out, Kate had re- 


v 
vired, and insisted on boarding the train for Honey 
Creek. She led the volunteers to the wrecked 
engine. 
Rescuers threw a rope to Engineer Wood, who came 


ashore hand over hand,- Agar was too weak to do the, 
same, and he waited where he was until dayilgnt. Two 
other crew members had been drowned. The fireman's 
body never was found.

Headlines telling Kate's story hit the front pages of 


newspapers across the nation. The girl received J200 col- 


lected for her from passengers on the Express, which she 
had saved. Crowds invaded her home to seek souvenirs, 
and she received mail from all over the country—con- 
gratulations, gifts, proposals of marriage and requests 
for souvenirs. 


Poets through the years have acclaimed her. Among 


the most famous was MacKuilay Kantor, who wrote: 


"The midnight coaches from the West 
Plunged in the ripping rain; 
West of Moingona ties were sound- 
East was a broken train— 
(East in the bile of Honey Creek 
In one drowned, 'creaking* curl, 
Lay M tons of twisted steel) 
Between them was a girl."

Kate's life settled back to normal. 
She attended 


school for a term, but had to return home to care for her 
brother and sisters. Times were hard, and in the early 
1890s, a Chicago newspaper learned that Kate was about 
to lose her home. The newspaper raised money to pay 
off her mortgage—and revived her story. The State of 
Iowa voted her a grant of $5.000. 


In 1903 Kate accepted a long-standing offer of em- 


ployment from the North Western, and became one of the 
nation's first woman station agents. She worked at Moin- 
gona until her death in 1912. Each day she rode across 
the bndge she had crawled across during the storm. 
Trains made a special stop at her home to let her off. 
At the time of her funeral, hundreds came to her little 
cottage to pay tribute to her. The railroad operated 
a special tram to her home as a convenience for fam- 
ily and friends. 


At the time Kate Shelley saved the Express, 


the track near her home was the North West- 
ern's main line. In 1*00 the new Des Moines 
River bridge was completed—the longest double- 
track bridge in the world, towering 184 feet above 
the river. It Is known as "The Kate Shelley 
Bridge." 
The new bridge, some distance from the old one, 


meant the track near Kate's home was to become a 
branch line, and in 1933 even it was discontinued. The 
tracks were removed. 


A legend grew about Kate Shelley, and there are 


those who say her spirit still visits the site of the old 
Honey Creek bridge on stormy nights. They say she 
warns, as does Poet Kantor: - 


"Be sure to take a lantern flame 
To keep your spirit warm 
For there will be ft phantom train 
And foggy whistle cries— 
> 


And in the lightning flare you'll see 
Kate Shelley on the ties."

Most difficult to answer is a ques'- 


tion often received by thia writer 
on what the chances are of a child 
with one or more parents with dia- 
betes developing the same disease. 
As one lady wrote. "My husband 
has been taking insulin for many 
years. We have a two year old 
aon who «eems perfectly normal. 
Will he have diabetes too?" 


The question is whether diabeies 


•hbuld be considered an'inherited 
disease. 


Perhaps the best way to reply 


thia is to say that it is considered 
an hereditary disease but certain- 
ly not all children of parent* with 
diabetes develop it. Furthermore, 
only about one quarter of those who 
develop diabetes can dig up a 
family history of the disease. 


OUR PRESENT KNOWLEDGE 


of the way in which diabetes is 
carried suggest* that on the aver- 
age only about. (one child in four 
would have diabetes if one parent 
ha* the disease and the other is 
not "carrying any tendency in that 
direction. 


If both parents have diabetes, 


one might espect all the children 
to have' it also, though it does not 
always turn out this way. 


There arc other things beside* 


heredity which enter into the de- 
velopment of diabetes: The con- 
dition comes from a disorder of 
certain cells in a small jrJ«nd ly- 
ing: inside the »bdorflen known as 
the pancreas. This in turn is af- 
fected by other internal gJands 
such as the pituitary, and adrenals.

Certainly, a child who has par- 


ents or close relatives with dia- 
betes should be watched particu- 
larly carefully, and parents should 
see to it that the youngster does 
not put on too much weight. 


Except for such reasonable pre- 


caution* it hardly seems nec«s*ary 
to become too concerned about the 
risk of developing the disease.

Adviser Pilgrim 
Gives Hints for 
Cooking Turkey 


By JUNE PILGRIM 


Lee County Home Adviser 


It doesn't seem possible but next week will be Thanksgiving Day. 


And haven't we a lot to be thankful for again this year? Let's bt sure 
to express it in our family group* around our bountiful tables. And 
let's be sure to thank the One who is responsible for it all. 


* 
* * 


Cooking that Thanksgiving turkey will probably b« a n«w «xp«- 


rience for many homemakers. Let'i caution about 
the stuffing first of all. It «hould not be frozen 
either inside the bird or separately. Simply because 
during the freezing and thawing, a fine breeding 
ground is provided for harmful bacteria. Our foods 
specialists at the University of Illinois say that it is 
not even a'good practice to stuff a bird and hold it 
in the refrigerator before roasting it. 


Tht very safest method is to prepare the stuf- 


fing just before, you are ready to roast the bird in a 
pre-heated oven.. This method allows the center of 
the stuffing to cook in the shortest possible time. 
Jun* Pilgrim 


If these little "organisms" that cause food poisoning are present, they 
will have less chance'to develop. 


If it is not handy for you to prepare the stuffing at the last minute, 


you can get the dry ingredients ready ahead of time, store them at 
room temperature and then combine them with the refrigerated liquid 
ingredients just before stuffing. Or, if you are making a dry stuffing, 
combine the ingredients with the exception of raw egg (if it is to be 
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used) and refrigerate. Again stuff the bird just before roasting. 
• * * 


To Defrost 


If your turkey happens to b« a 


frozen one and if he'a large, too— 
it sometimes takes two days to de- 
frost in the refrigerator. And this 
is the best way to defrost the 
larger, whole turkeys. 


It is sometimes possible to de- 


frost large frozen turkeys within 
six to eight hours under cold run- 
ning water. (If you have that much 
water to allow to run!) In this 
case, the bird must be left in its 
original 
moisture-vapor 
proof 


wrappings. Don't use warm water 
or let the bird stand in water. 


Room thawing simply is not rec- 


ommended for large turkeys. How- 
ever, if your turkey is small or if 
your turkey happens to be in 
pieces and "you cook ^them right 
after thawing, the room tempera- 
ture method can be used with. 
safety. 


Prompt cooking after defrosting 


is certainly desirable. But if it's re- 
quired—you can keep a' defrosted 
turkey for two or three days in a 
refrigerator at 38 degrees or less. 
It's not advisable to refreeze tur- 
key. 


For Roasting 


Correct roasting of your Thanks- 


giving fowl will be sure to give 
juicy, tender meat that is evenly 
done to the bone. The tempera- 
ture must range from 30O degrees 
to 350 degrees—depending on the 
weight" of the bird. The" larger the 
bird, the lower the templrature 
and of course a longer time is 
needed! 


Roast tender fowl in a shallow 


uncovered pan 
without added 


water. The shallow pan allow* 
heat to circulate around the bird, 
roasting it evenly; saving meat 
and fuel. A rack is needed also, to 
raise the fowl off the bottom of the 
pan to keep it from sticking and 
possibly burning. A -rack also al- 
lows the heat to circulate under the 
bird. 


Buying Hints 


To start your Thanksgiving meal 


out right, begin by buying the 
tight-sized bird. Allow % to 1 
pound dressed weight of fowl for 
each person. Of course, if you're 
the type that desires left-overs, 
then go over this limit to some 
extent but don't overdo it too 
much. 


Stuffing Help* 


When packing that stuffing into 


'the fowl use the light touch—this 
allows for expansion during roast- 
ing. To, test a bird to see if it is 
done, be careful not to prick it 
with a fork. This let's the precious, 
tasty juices escape. A'much better 
way to test for doneness is to move 
the drumstick with your fingers. 
When the joint moves easily, the 
bird is cooked. 


Always plan the cooking time 


carefully. Plan so that it is finish- 
ed cooking 30 to 40 minutes ahead 
of serving time. This makes it 
•asier to carve sjid will-also give 


you time to remove the skewers 
and string used in trussing. It also 
allows time to make gravy. 
* * * 


Trussing a fowl, such as a tur- 


key, means we bend the legs and 
wings to the body. It is & simple 
procedures and well worth follow- 
ing, because a trussed bird cooks 
uniformly, 
browns evenly 
and 


makes an attractive appearance on 
the platter. Skewers can be pur- 
chased from any, hardware store. 
Fill th'e neck cavity with stuffing 
and skewer the neck skin to the 
back. 


Lift the wings up and out forcing 


the tip back until.it rests flat 
against the neck skin. This often is 
satisfactory and they do not need 
to be tied down' consequently. 
Lightly stuff the abdominal cavity 
—use skewers and lace the abdom- 
inal opening together to hold the 
stuffing. Then tie the legs together 
and fasten to the tail. The turkey 
is then placed breast down in a 
V-haped rack—covered with a fat- 
moistened cloth. If, yours is a flat 
rack, tip the turkey so one side of 
the breast rests on rack. Turn 
turkey during roasting so other 
side touches rack and both sides 
cook evenly. Turn bird breast up 
when about % done if breast akin 
needs more browning.

Golden Jubilee in Chicago 


CHICAGO (*> — .Chicago became 


host today to five cardinals, the 
largest assembly of princes of the 
Roman Catholic Church in Chicago 
since the Eucharistic Congress in 
1926. 


The occasion is the golden jubilee 


celebration of the Catholic Church 
Extension Society. The society ad- 
ministers all missions in the United 
State* and lands flying the Ameri- 
can flag. 


Cardinals attending th« ceremon- 


ies are Thomas Cardinal Tien, 
S.V.D., exiled archbishop of Pel- 
ping; Valerian Cardinal Gracias, 
archbishop of Bombay; Edward 
Cardinal Mooney, archbishop of de- 
troJt; James Cardinal Mclntyre. 
archbishop of Los Angeles, and 
Samuel Cardinal Stritch, archbish- 
op of Chicago.

Masked Bandits

CHICAGO (J) — Three marked 


bandits fatally wounded a 31-year- 
old bartender and shot a 55-year- 
old tavern patron Friday night in 
the attempted stickup of a near 
Northwest Side saloon. 


The bartender, Thomas Battles, 


died in a hospital a few hours 
after being shot through the right 
eye by one of the gunmen in a 
crowded tavern at 601 W. Division 
St In serious condition with a bul- 
let wound in his chest is Winslow 
Huey, Negro, a park district 
worker. 


Max Handler, the saloon pro- 


OTletor, told police the three gun- 
men entered the place shouting 
"stickup." After the shooting of 
Battles and Huey the three fled 
without any loot, he said.

Freedom Bid 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. »)— Roger 


(The 
Terrible) Touhy, serving long 


terms for a jail break and a kid- 
naping, has begun a new effort to 
get out of Stateville Penitentiary 
at Joliet. 


Touhy filed a motion Friday with 


the Illinois Supreme Court for 
leave to appeal as a poor person 
from a conviction and 199-year 
sentence in Will County for taking 
part in a 1942 prison break. 


Touhy previously failed in an ef- 


fort to win freedom in this case. 
He recently wrote to the Will 
County circuit clerk seeking back- 
ground information on the case. 
The information was given him. 


Touhy also is serving a 99-year 


sentence for the 1934 kidnaping of 
Jake (The Barber) Factor. Touhy 
Ion? has protested innocence in 
this case and last year U. S. 
District Judge John P. Barnes 
ordered him released on grounds 
the conviction was obtained on 
perjured evidence. 


The U. S. Court of Appeals over- 


turned Judge Barnes' decision and 
later refused a rehearing.
